LONDON, Sept. 


France tonight reads:

The hostile party was received with the 
heavy fire of our troops and repulsed with losses before reaching our) 
trenches. 

“Our artillery was active during the day in the Ypres sector. 
artillery activity was somewhat less marked except in the area 
Lens and in the neighborhood of Nieuport. 

“From Sunday the visibility has improved and a good deal of suc-| 
cessful and photographic work has been accomplished, During the fine 
intervals the enemy aircraft were active again, being locally favored by a 
strong west wind. In the course of the morning hostile machines dropped 
fifty bombs behind our lines, Very little damage was done, 

“Our airplanes dropped 143 bombs on a German airdrome, and hostile 
billets and fired many thousands of rounds from their machine guns at 
various targets onthe ground, In particular, a body of 2,000 German infantry 
was engaged with \nachine gunfire from a height of a hundred feet and scat- 
tered. 
Six German airplanes were brought down in combat and four others 
were driven down out of control. In addition, one hostile machine was 
brought down in our lines by anti-aircraft gunfire. Eight of our airplanes | 
are misssing.

Finally six other Ger- 
man machines were badly damaged in 
engagements with our aviators and 
fell inside their own lines. 

“Our bombing activity was particu- 
larly active in the day of September 
16 and the night of September 16-17.

ies at Stuttgart, an aviation camp at

Artillery Shelling 

“Belgian communication: ‘In the 
last forty-eight hours our artillery has 
shelled the enemy defensive organiza- 
tions near Woumen as well as his con- 
tonments at Praet, Bosch, Keyem, 
Beerst, Essen, Rongeveld and Setrrem, 
The enemy artillery replied only feebly. 
Numerous bombs have been dropped 
on our cantonments. Our aviators 
were active on September 16.’ 

“Eastern theatre, Sept. 16, — Last 
night the enemy artillery displayed 
some activity in the Vardar valley. 
September 16 was calm along the 
whole front. A small enemy column 
was caught by our artillery fire on the 
heights west of Lake Malik.” 

Kerensky Warns Flect 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 17.—Premier 
Kerensky has sent a telegram to the 
Baltic fleet, imperatively demanding 
the cessation of acts of violence and all 
excesses committed under the pretext 
of safeguarding the revolution, In re- 
ality, he says, the men by their actions 
are disorganizing the navy by reduc- 
ing its fighting capacity. 

The premier condemns the 
parties scathingly and adds that he 
awaits news of the complete re-estab- 
lishment of order.

OTTAWA, Sept. 17.—The morning and afternoon sessions of the 
thirty-third annul convention of the Trades and Labor Congress of the 


Dominion of Canada, which opened here today were devoted principally to 
the cleaning up of some of the routine business and the formal welcome of 
the two hundred and eighty-four delegates from all provinces who attended 
the convention as the representatives of the various provincial labor organ- 


izations, 
Exciting Session 
The excitement at the morning session was furnished by the delegate from 
British Columbia, who strenuously objected to Hon, T. W. Crothers, minister 
of labor, addressing the convention of the grounds that it would he a 
“waste of time,” and by President Watters, who received a great oevaticn, 
and who seized this opportunity of reminding the press representatives that 
the ovation was from the men who “were to have chopped my head off.” In 
the first case the dedegates upheld the chairman in his action of calling 
the minister of labor to address the convention. Mr. Crothers was 
permittted to proceed without further interruption. In the latter case, Mr. 
Watters stated he would adhere to the principles that he had always advoc- 
ated, and relied upon the support of the delegates and the organization that 
they represented. 
Free Speech 

In the afternoon there was a good deal of argument caused by a question 
raised by delegate Cassidy of Montreal, who requested that the congress pro- 
tect the delegates who voiced the opinions in what is known to the labor 
circles as “free speech.” 

Delegate after delegate expressed their opinions, motions and amendments 
were made, and finally upon the advice of President Watters, the matter was 
indefinitely dropped.

One 
of these is the splendid record of an 
otKecer of the medical corps, It reads: 

“Captain Noel Chavasse, jate of the 
of the medical corps—Though severely 
wounded early in the action whilst 
carrying a wounded soldier to the 
dressing station, Captain Chavasse re- 
fused to leave his post, and for two 
days not only continued to perform his 
duties but went out repeated.y under 
heavy fire to search for and attend to 
the wounded, Although practically 
without food, worn with fatigue and 
faint with his wound, he assisted a 
number of badly wounded men over 
dificult ground, His extraordinary 
energy and inspiring example were in- 
strumental in recovering many

ly died of his wounds.

Dan Hawkins Was Great Heavyweight Fighter 

Among the many great little boxers who have claimed San 
Francisco as their native city—-including Abe Ateell, Frankie Neil, 
Jimmie Britt and Willie Ritehie—not the least in battling prowess 
was Dal Hawkins. For fifteen years Dal was one of the best little 
fellows in the ring, and he came near to copping the featherweight 


championship, It was just fifteen years ago today, on September 
18, 1902, that Hawkins fought his last regular battle His ring career 
ended at Butte, Mont., but hardly in a blaze of glory, for he was 
knocked out in the seventh round by k Clifford, That convinced 
Dal that he was through as a ring performer, and he cpened a road 
house and training camp near New York, where many of the best 
boxers of the last decade have trained for their metropolitan bouts. 

Hawkins was born in 1871 and began scrapping professionally 
when he was seventeen. In 1898 he broke into the limelight by out- 
pointing Joe Gans in a fifteen-round bout in New York. Jim Cor- 
bett acted as second for the native son, and “Honest John" Kelly 
was the referee. Corbett was confident that Hawkins would become 
the lightweight champion, but he fell down on the prediction, The 
bout, which was staged at the old Bohemian Sporting Club, was a re- 
markable exhibition, and the Californian won over the Baltimore 
darky by a very narrow margin. In the same year Hawkins lost to 
Owen Zeigler in eight rounds at San Francisco. It was in 1897, at 
Carson City, that Dal broke a record by knocking out Martin Fla- 
herty in four seconds. This record stood until 1902, when Bat Nel- 
son put away Bill Rossler in four seconds at Harvey, IIL. By a 
strange coincidence Halachy Hogan was referee of both bouts, and 
he made an affidavit that Nelson's knockout was made in the quick- 
est time. The Hawkins-Flaherty bout was a preliminary to the 
heavyweight championship scrap between Fitzsimmons and Corbett 
In 1897 Hawkins fought a twenty-round draw with George Dixon 
the featherweight champion. The next year he knocked out Kid 
MePartland, but lost to Spike Sullivan, the Irish lightweight. In 
1899 he fought Frank Erne in San Francisco, and was knocked out 
by the Swiss boy in the seventh round, Erne becoming lightweight 
champion by defeating Kid Lavigne at Buffalo a few months later 
Martin Flaherty, the victim of the speedy knockout, fought Dal 
again in 1900, at Hartford, and stayed twenty rounds to a draw. Later 
that year Dai fought two battles with Joe Gans, and was knocked out 
by the negro in two and three rounds, respectively, His last appear- 
ance as a top- notcher was when he fought George McFadden in San 
Francisco in 1901, “Elbows” winning on @ foul in the seventh round.
